“The bottom line is that Hib. 
invasive disease has virtually dis- 


appeared in this country due to 
the very effective and very wide- 
spread use of the vaccine in 
infants," said Dr. Kris Bisgard, a 
CDC epidemiologist. 

Roughly two-thirds of Hib 
cases result ui'bactenal memiigi- 
tis, an infection of the mem- 
branes covering the. brain and 
spinal cord. Bacterial mcnin^tis 
is fatal about 5 percent of the 
time, Bisgard said. It can also 
cause paralysis, mental retarda- 
tion, deafness and blindness. 

Hib is carried in the tliroai and 


spread through coughing and 
•meezing. 

Vaccines phased in since 1985 
caused Hib among preschoolers 
to plummet from about 20,000 
cases in 1987 to 81 in 1997. 

lTacltrrTul~m'ehIifBiU5~also 
plunged, from 12,920 cases in 
198G to 5,755 in 1995, the latest 
figures available. Hib is one of 
five major pathogens that cause 
ipeningitis. 

“It used to be, for meningitis, 
kids less than 2 had the hi^icsi 
rate," Bisgard said. “.No.w,

FDA sets ailes 
for labeling of 
pediatric drugs 

WASHINGTON (AIM — The 
children’s dosage for drugs fre- 
quently used in pediatric cases 
would have to be spelled out on 
the label under regulations put 
into place Friday by the Food 
and Drug Administration. 

Every year, more than half of 
2- the newly approved dn^ that aru - . 
likely to be used by children have 
insufficient information from the 
manufacturers about safe pedi- 
"atric use, according to the FD.A 

The rules, a Clinton adminis- 
tration initiative, are intended to 
make the manufacturers give 
doctors and other health care 
providers more complete infor- 
mation on pediatric use so they 
won't be hesitant to prescribe 
needed drugs, the FDA said. 

“We are committed to ensur- 
ing that health care proriders get 
the best information they need to 
treat children,“ said Dr. Michael 
A. Friedman, the .-irring 

commissioner. 

The regulations fit into a regu- 
lar pattern for the Clinton 
administration modest initia- 
tives (hat guarantee positive 
exposure on popular issues. 

The classic example of the 
problem has been with AIDS 
drugs, many of which were 
apprtn'cd without pediatric test- 
ing. FDA officials say. In some 
coses, companies went back and 
did testing to determine correct 
dosages for children only after 
the drugs were approved.

Whiz computer hacker dies under 
suspect circumstances with few dues 


BERLIN (AP) — Hu wa.s n gift- 
ed compulur whiz — one i)f the 
best, one who'd made the jump 
from illegal tinkering to the legit- 
.Imatc, potentially lucrative biisi- 
; ness of making codes crack-proof 
from hackers like himself. 

But when Boris Floriciz was 
found hanging from a tree in a 
.Berlin park on Oct. 22, his belt 
- .around his neck and his feet 
dragging the ground, it drew 
— Tmenrion even ourside theTlghr--" 
knit world of hackers. 

His friends wonder whether he 
was caught up in the murkier 
side of the trade — one of spies, 
espionage, and black-market 
criminals. 

Was it suicide, as police sus- 
• pect? Or homicide? 

At 2G, Floriciz seeme d headed 
tor a great future. He'3 just fin- 
ished his computer science 
degree. International firms 
sought him a.s a consultant. He 
was happy, say his friends, who 
cannot believe he would take his 
own life. 

Floriciz's friends wonder if he 
had become a threat to someone 
on the wrong side of the business, 
leading to his death. 

“Tliat was not a personal deci- 
sion,” Andy Mucller-Maguhn, a 
friend and fellow member of the 
Chaos Computer Club said. "For 
sure not. Tliat was murder.” 

From childbood, Floriciz 
looked destined to be an engi- 
neer. He was always taking 
things apart to sec how they 
worked. “Radios, television, 
clocks, the lawn mower — noth- 
I ing was safe from him," his father 
I told Stem magazine.

booth to gut at 
computer data 
inside.

After getting caught in 1995 
and sentenced to probation, 
Floriciz “felt the need to draw 
the line," said Mucller-Maguhn. 

He joined Chaos, a 10-ycar-old 
group of computer devotees, and 
he went back to coUeg«^_e.iming _ 
Ins diploma in September by 
developing a scrambler to encode 
telephone calls on high-speed, 
digital lines. 

German media reports say 
Floriciz also was working on 
cracking decoders for pay telcii- 
sion — a booming business 
spreading across Europe. One:of 
the key players is Robert 
Murdoch, whose digital broad- 
casting research firm NDS Ltd. 
contacted Floridz wo years ago 
about being a code-design consul- 
tant. 

“He was an exceptionally tal- 
ented engineer,” said Margot 
Field, spokeswoman at the firm's 
London headquarters. NDS^p-ant- 
cd to hire him but couldn't move 
forward because Floridz hadn't 
yet graduated or completed Ids 
compulsory military sen-ice. The 
firm’s last contact with him was 
in June.

Rule of Benedict 

— “JEROME -"Ar6:30 morning still 

looks like night outside the Ascension 
Priory. 

At morning prayer, called Lauds - 
which means praise - the monks gother. 
Sitting on both sides of a chapel, they 
recite psalms, first one side, then the 
other, so it sounds like a conversation of 
prayer. 

The ritual could as easily be taking 
place in the sixth century in the time of 
St. Benedict, a former Italian student 
who set down the rules that he found 
led him to God. The Rule of Benedict, 
emphasizing community life, prayer and 
reading, have been followed since at 
Bencdicdnc monasteries. 

By the time Lauds Is over, the morn- 
ing sky is pink through the clouds. 
Located on a rise six miles east of 
Jerome, the priory commands a spectac- 
ular view of the area. It is home to 15 
members, some ordained priests, others 
who have taken vows as monks called 
Brothers. 

Nine people from the community 
come for the daily 7 a.m. Mass. 
Afterward, they heed to the large din- 
ing area for chat and coffee. 

"It is a wonderful place. They lift you 
up,” says Jcohctie Strunk of Jerome, 
who attends Mass there twice a week. 
"They just moke you feel you’re worth 
something to God." 

After breakfast - preceded by a 
prayer - the monks arc off to their vori- 
ous tasks as part of their daily rhythm ' 
of work, reading and prayer. 

"Community is csscndal to monastic 
^lifc and prayer is one of the essential 
elements in the community,” says 
Father Andrew Baumgartner. “Our 
common prayer life is significant and 
central to our life.”

- Many people czeat ethics like the 
good set of dishes, something to be 
saved just for spe^ occasions. 

Lifc-or-dcath issues, rcally 
important personal quandaries, 
the discussions of professional 
philosophers • that's whm ethics 
belongs. Not in our everyday 
lives, where decisions tend to be 
on the order of “You want fries 
with that?" , 

But hold the fries for a 
moment Whsc if you have a cho- 
lesterol problem and the 
increased risk of bean or 
stroke? Don’t you have a moral 
obligation to your family to stay 
away from food like that? 

Most people recognize the 
moral and ethical components of 
dramatic issues like abonion or 
end-oMife medical decisions. 
Other questions like “Should I 
cheat on my spouse?" or “Should 
I rob a bank?” call for moral jtjdg- 
ments, too, but the answers are so 
obvious for most people that they 
hardly think about them 
(whether they choose to act in 
what Uicy know is the proper way 
or not). 

But ethical quest i ons p enneate 
Intiriy less dramatic andThore 
ambiguous everyday siiuations: 

How do I balance the time and 
energy obligations of my work 
and my family? How much should 
I pay my employees? What 


should I do with the child of my 
husband's first marriage who is 
disrupting our new family? How 
am I spending my money? Should 
I “boi'iuw” a copy of my friend's 
software? If I know my employee ■ 
is having troubles at home, 
should I treat her differently? 
What should I do if I know a 
neighbor's child is getting into 
serious DouiJe? How do I reaa to 
a sexist or racist joke? 

“It’s the rest of the iceberg." 
said Tom Mayo, associate profes- 
sor at the Southern Methodist 
University Taw school and who 
also teaches ethks at the Unhrer- 
sty of Teaas Southwestern jkled- 
kal Center at DaOaa ’"These cases 
don't go to the Supreme Coun.” 

Many people make decisions 
about everyday questions without 
consder^ tlw underiying moral 
and ethical framework of the 
problems. They are simply swept 
along by the nxd to gel ihrou^ 
the day. said Dr. Richard Land, 
head of the Ethics and Reli^ous 
Liberty Commission of the 
Southern Baptist Convention. 

We tend not to notice the ethi- 
cal components of our daily lives 
until we run into a conflict — 
either a case so oxnplex that we 
can't forge through on moral 
auiopUof'or someone whiTcRaT 
lenges our unorticulated assump- 
tions, said Dr. Elizabeth Bound^ 
an associate professor of 
Christian ethics at Emory 
Universty in Atlanta. 


AIDS conferen ce iffiores 
conservative Christians

ATLANTA — When theolo- 
gians and AIDS activists met 
here to discuss how America's 
religious community has rc^xmd- 
cd to the AIDS epidemic, one 
group's voice was mostly absent 
— conservative Christians. 

The AIDS National imerfaith 
Network, the event’s co-sponsor, 
said several evangelical groups 
were invited to attend the four- 
day conference earlier this month. 

One group, the Washington- 
based National Association of 
Evangelicals said it would have 
attended if it had been invited. 

“No big surprise." said Richard 
Cizik, acting director of the asso- 
ciation's office of govcrtuncnial 
affairs, who has been the lone 
conservative at other AIDS con- 
ferences. “To not get invited 
exhibits the same mentality that 
has existed for years. Either we 
don't care or .what wp have to say 
is not acecprablc." 

More than 200 repre se ntatives 
of AIDS advocacy', religious and 
public policy groups attended the 
conference at the Caner Center. 
The event was promoted as the 
flrst such meeting in a decade. 

The Rev. Kenneth South, exec- 
utive director of the AIDS 
National Interfaith Network, 
acknowledged that the confer- 
ence needed a broader spectrum. 


He said 15 evangelical groups 
were represented, although 
about half of those participants 
w ere writers for rcli^ous publi- 
cations. 

“Evangelicals ore doing great 
ministry, as long as they don't try 
to change people," said South, 
who is gay. 

Evangelicals, many of whom - 
conadcf homosexual practice sift- 
fi^ are not going to chahge their 
views to be pan of thing s PfriV 
said. 

J. Lee Grady, editor of 
Charisma magazine, leit the cm- 
ference early after 
what he calM a hostile attitude 
toward evangelical views. Grady 
said it was obvious that a lot of 
the speakers wanted to inoinote 
a view that homosexuality was 
noiasin.'

Religious leaders s^ church- 
es synagogues %pd other reli- 
gious communities are becoming • 
more accepting of HIV-positive 
people, although beliefs about 
homosexuality and drug use 
remain barriers in many faiths. 
Unprotected sex and sharing of 
needles by addicts are primary 
ways that the AIDS vrinis is 
spread; researchers first noted 
the disease among male homo- 
sexuals, though heterosexuals 
area also at risk.

At Hunter Presbyterian, young- 
sters used to hear a different 
Bible story every Sunday. Now 
they study the same story for five 
Sundays — one Sunday each of 
watching a video, creating an art 

projecrracrln^urihe story, 

singing or playing instruments 
and working on a computer. 

This is a radical departure 
from the way Sunday schools 
have worked since the 1950s, 
and it’s a godsend for Hunter 
Presbyterian, said the Rev. 
Claire Brooks, co-pastor of the 
church. 

“This has proven to be one of 
those focal points that’s allowed 
the whole church to be cxdtcd,'’ 
Brooks said. 

For many ' congregations, ' 
“cxdted" and “Suntjay school" 
don’t belong in the same sen- 
tence. 

That was the Case at The 
Presbyterian Church of 
Barri^ion, HI., where workshop 
rotation was bom in 1990. 

The Rev. Neil MacQueen, an 
a^datc pastor at the church, 
said its Sunday school had stag- 
nated sucH that even the teach- 
ers were bored. 

‘ MacQueen and Melissa 
Hanschc, the church’s Chrisiion 
education director, set out to fix 
their biggest problems: “frustrat- 
ed teachers, lousy dirriculum 
add a facility that looked like a 
warmed-over bomb shelter.” 

In the traditional Sunday 
school, one or two teachers vol- 
unteer to lead a class for four 
months or longer. They meet in 
the some room and teach a dif- 
ferent story each week, using 
curriculum bought from a put^ 
Usher. 

Although there might be art, 
drama or singing, lessons usually 
revolve around a lecture. The 
class often meets in a neutral-col- 
ored room with folding chairs 
and a table. 

In contrast, MacQueen and 
Hansche stan^ asking teachers 
for five- or six-week commit- 
ments, the length, of each rota-’ 
tiorL They painted the walls with 
splashy colors and murals. They 
turned one classroom into on on 
room.

It may know, among other 
things, your name, how much 
money you make, how many kids 
you have, hoiv old you ore, what 
kind of wine drink, the kind 
of car you drive and whether or 
not you go to church. 

But don’t worry. Blame it on 
Jhe information age. Churches 
have access to sopl^ticatcd mar- 
keting tools that track population 
trends. That allows churches to 
pinpoint areas of need and helps 
them shape their services. And 


population trends can be nar- 
rowed down to subdivision level. 

The Rev. Andy Cook of Shirley 
Hills Baptist Church in Warner 
Robins, Ga., found out how valu- 
able it could be last year. 

“We found we had about 1,200 
unchurched people on our road,” 
ho said. “That surprised us and 
gave our dturcli a mission." 

Shirley Hills put together 
Walk Through Bethlehem at 
Christmas, wanting to draw peo- 
ple onto the church grounds in 
hopes they would eventually 
walk tlirou^i the diurch’s doors. 

“We wanted a way to intro- 
duce them to church in a non- 
threatening way. Wc spent an- 
extra S23.000 to create a 


Giristmas event," Cook said. 

Walk Through Bethlehem cov- 
ered 3 acres and had everything 
from Roman soldiers on horse- 
back to a camel. It also had the 
desired effect. 

“Ten thousand people came to 
see it,"-Cook said. “The Sunday 
after Bethiehcm there were 100 
new faces in church." 

There is no secret formula to 
using demographics and .aggres- 
sive marketing. Organizations of 
all types do it. But it would proba- 
bly surprise people to know how- 
active churches can be in track- 
ing trends and identifying poten- 
tial markets. 

“People in business say mar- 
keting. We call it a mission," 
Cook said.

Investor Dennis Ducham. a 
39-ycar-old executive, uses this 
strategy and secs it as a “win- 
win" move, particularly because 
he swaps one no-load mutual 
fund for another, thus avoiding 
upfront salts fees.

time-consuming task if he were 
to attempt it himself.
